The presumption is that for at least once 


more the olil machinery will be employed iu 
the election of the nex> Pope, whoever he 
may be. It is a cumbrous, old-fashioned kind 
of in-icljinery, which, though it has worked 
well enough in the pas', ia but poorly adapted 
to the requirements of this advanced a;e, nnd 
particnlari3r to the entirely new conditions in 
which the Pap-icy finds itself. 
There are but 


few who know any:hin£ of Papal conclaves or 
of tlio inoihts op? ran Hi of Papal elections. 
In 


view of un approaching event of so much im- 
portance, our readers will not be ungrateful to 
us if we lie'p them to understand what is 
meant by a P.ipul conclave, and explain to them 
the working of the machinery by which, when 
occasion calls for it, n new Pope is manufac- 
tured. 
The word conclave (from c«;i, with, 


and cldviti, a kcyj is applied botti to the apart- 
ment in uliich the Cardinals meet to elect a 
Pope and to the Cardinals themselves as a 
body when thus in session. 
In early times 


the tloction ol the Pope was the joint preroga- 
tive of the civil power, tlie tlergy and the 
people. It was lo all intents and purposes a 
popular election. 
So it was until the days of 


Hi.'debrand, that mightiest of monks, the over- 
shadowing ge.iius of the Papa-'y during the 
eventful reigns of six Pop-s, himself at the 
culminating hour seating himself in that chair 
which he Lai rescued from ruin and trans- 
"ormed into a throne of miarht. 
It was Hilde- 


>raud who secured the nomination of Nichol is 
I. at Florence iu 10.7.), and scarcely had 
Nicholas mounted the Papal throne when, 
Yielding to the infKenCtt of the ATarwick of the 
itne, the great Pope-maker, lie issued the Hull 
vhich must be recorded as the original charter 
f the College of Cardinals. 
By it the College 


of Cardinals was called into existence as an 
jcclesiastical Senate, "and invested organi- 
cally with the elective franchise which can 
five a head to tbe Church." The Bull solemnly 
decreed ''that the election of Pope appertains 
first to the Cardinal Bishops who ofilc'.ate for 
;he Metropolitan; then to the Cardinal Clerks, 
and that the remainder of the clergy and the 
people tender but their acquiescence in the 
election; so that the Cardinals have the lead in 
making choice of Popes, the others only fol- 
lowing them." The innovation was resented 
by the tumultuous populace of Rome, civil and 
ecclesiastical, and the imperial Crown ex- 
pressed its indignation at thus being robbed 
of its rights. 
Hildebrand, however, was

The Koman. clergy and people were pacified 
by the assurance that the Pope would be 
selected in preference out of the bosom of the 
Roman Church ; and the Emperor was sought 
to be conciliated with the proviso, "saving 
the honor and reverence due to our beloved 
son Henry, at present King, and who, with 
God's favor, it is to be hoped, will become 
Emperor, as likewise to all his successors who 
may have personally acquired this right from 
tbe Apostolic See." Alexander HE., after 
the Church had had some experience of 
the working of the new machine, promuIgatBcl 
a decree that no Papal election should be 
valid with a majority of less than two-thirds of 
those voting—a provision which remains in 
force to this day. 
It had thus been arranged 


that the franchise was vested in the Cardinals 
alone, and that no Pope conld be considered 
legally elected except by the vote of two-thirds 
of the electors present. 
On the 20th of No- 


vember, 1268, Pope Clement IV. died at 
Viterbo, and the Cardinals, eighteen in cum- 
ber, assembled in said city, and in the palace 
in which the Pope died, to elect his successor. 
For two years and nine months the Cardinals 
wrangled, and the new Pope was ultimately 
elected by a committee of six—the first com- 
promise in the history of Papal elections. 
Later, in the days of Pope Gregory X., 
it was ruled that after the Pope's decease ten. 
days must be allowed to elapse before his suc- 
cessor could bo chosen, the object being to 
allow Cardinals at a distance time to be pre- 
sent at the election. There are many other 
little facts which migbt be mentioned regard- 
ing the electing power; but for the present 
enough has been said to show how it is that 
tbe Cardinals alone own the franchise. 


As to the modus operandi, it has to be said 


that it was fixed at an early date, and that up 
to this day no material change has taken 
place. Formerly the elections look place in 
!he Vatican. 
Since 1823 they have taken 


place ia the Quirinal. As wo have said be- 
fore, ten days are allowed for the obsequies, 
for tho arrival of absent members, and for 
other requisite preliminary arrangements. 
We cannot in this article go into all the para- 
phernalia inseparable from a conclave. Suf- 
fice it to say that at a given hour and unmis- 
takable signal tbe Cardinals, on tho last day,

Proselytism is absolutely forbidden 
under heavy penalties, and proselytes are re- 
duced to a state of virtual slavery and 
sont into the interior to -work in the mines. 
The Bishop looks to the great Powers to 
compel the Chinese and Japanese governments 
to pursue a more liberal policy. 
Undoubtedly 


these alone possess the power of bringing 
China and Japan to a propsr sense of the de- 
mands and spirit of modern civilization. Aloral 
suasion has thus far failed to enlighten the 
minds of their rulers, and perhaps the power- 
ful argument of modern breech-loading can- 
nons and rifles may succeed.

ria, China, arrived in Man Krancisco on tne 15th Inst. 
lie Is r;* ruitli1 to Kurope, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what Li to be the future nolicy of the homo 
ffovcrnrueut in view or the altered state of things 
In Ghlna, as far as Christian missionaries ore con- 
cerned. The Ilisliop has resided In the East many 
years, and is deeply interested In the spread ot civ- 
lllxation among the Mongolian race. 
lie is 


thorougly acquainted with tho designs of the Man- 
darins, and Is ar; tne same time lully In the conn- 
deuce of the foreign representatives and the whole 
residents generally, iris views, tlieroionj. are con- 
sidered of importance, and. on the Invitation of his 
Episcopalian bretuten, tie delivered an address on 
tne intu lust- in Cue Church or the Advent, Sir.i Fran- 
cisco. Ills snh.ect was "I'oslUon and rrospecta or 
Chrlstiim Missions in ctilua and J'upan." 


His Lordship said that the mission of the Cliurcil 


or England in Shanghae owed a deep debt of cratl- 
tmle to the Amcrii-ttii Kpixcopal missionaries m that 
city, who had Kept the converts of she English Episco- 
pal Churcli tn£"ther when, by reason of i he rauure of 
one mlssiouiUVs health ami the death or another, 
they would otuerwise Dave been dispersed, lie said 
aiso. "I have visited the mission of your own 
cHurcu—Aincrlran Euiscopal—at Shauahae, ana can 
testh'y to its vitality and progress. I have preached 
more thau once at tl-.e Important American church 
on the American concession at Shanghae, fre- 
quented by your own countrymen, and occupying 
a high position la that settlement, doubtless the 
largest and wealthiest of the open ports «f China, 
nesidcs Shanghae I am acquainted with three of 
your missionaries (Messrs. Uowing, Bourne and 
floyte) now stationed at towns about 9LO miles In 
the interior or the country, on- thu banks or the 
Yaug-tse-Kiaug."

ness by some shrewd and observing Canadian deal- 
ers in the nnny tribe. The facts, as tney cave tuua- 
far transpired, are that w&ea tae Gloucester ushins 
schooner Lizzie 1'arr was captured IR Dominioa 
waters, many months since, the provincials learned . 
from the condition of tue cargo on. board tnas 
it was profitable to preserve halibut and otner 
flshinlce. 
Tne Idea, though an old one nere, was- 
new to die Blue Soses. Pish caught ana sola iresn, 
and wicaout any preparation, Js free from nil taxes, 
and the Gloucester nshcrmen nave always availed 
tnemselves of tais advantage, and instead ol smoK- 
ing or salting certain feintts of fish on board tueir 
vessels they have brought it tnw porr, taken it fronx . 
tne ice chests, a id whoever bought from tuem had 
to cure the Hsu at tli.-ir own expense. It is well 
Known tuat tue Dominion fishermen prosecute tneur 
business at a much less expense thau it 15 posstbi& 
for tue American nsdermen to do, and as tuey are 
entitled to sell usu kept in ice fcee or government 
taxes, tne same as the American Ssnermen, it 1s- 
clear that they can undersell tue latter right in their 
own ports. The flrst Instance of this Kind took place- 
here luis week. A dealer from the lower provinces,. 
who saw how flsh was preserved in tne Lizzie rarr 
when she was captured came in with a large cargo or 
nalibut packed Iu ice and sold it for one and a halt 
cent per pound, and the ruling prices asked by oar 
itelicriiun was from tfiree to lour aud a half cents 
per pound. As soon as tue dealer nad soid nis sup- 
ply he telegraphed for two more fuilcarsoes, wh.>cii.. 
will pronabiy be here In a.few days. The Gloucester- 
Bstt dealers are ereatly asuated over tne event,.an<4 
they are ver<* free In their abuse and coudeninattoa 
ol tne treatv" watch permits wnat tbey term suctt aa 
Iniriusemehc upon their business. They nave ap- 
pealed to General Butler, and he- Uas, in turn, repre- 
sented the (acts to tne state Deoartmeniln Washing- 
ton, but wltn waat cnaiiues of redress 1C is imr-oss1- 
ble to anticipate.
